THERE was a big crop of babies

Infant mortality in the United 
States dropped to an all*time low 
In 1948, when only 32 out of 1,000 
babies died during the first year. 
Incomplete figures tor 1949 Indi­ 
cate a further drop to 31 per 1,000. 
See the progress that has been 
made. In 1940 the rate was 47 per 
1,000; in 1930 It was 84 6. Pre* 
•umably, there's a corresponding 
drop In death of mothers Ut con­ 
nection with childbirth. 
Tare of Mother* 
The biggest single factor In the 
lowering of Infant and mother 
mortality has been through Im­ 
proved medical care of expectant 
mothers and increasing readiness 
of expectant mothers to seek this 
medical care. Widening the avail­ 
ability of adequate medical care 
to all expectant mothers, and 
their growing eagerness to seek 
aucli services have been furthered 
through popular literature and 
the eftorts of the P T A. and other 
Community - minded organiza­ 
tions. There U also an Increase 
In course* for future mothers and 
fathers on child care and devel- 
opulent in our Junior and senior 
pi ii schools. 
To young expectant fathers; 


As soon as you know or suspect 
your wife Is pregnant seek medi­ 
cal care for her at once. It you 
just can t find enough money for 
this service, Inquire of your 
pastor, priest or rabbi or of some 
other responsible person where 
you can obtain proper medical 
care at little or no cost. Most of 
you can find the money lf you 
deny yourselves less important 
things. Sometimes the parent? of 
the wife or husband can afford to 
help and are glad to do so, lf they 
fully sense the Importance of 
adequate medical care of the ex­ 
pectant mother. 
Expectant Father 
Often the expectant father 
does not as fully sense the need of 
early and continual medical care 
of the expectant mother as she 
does. Sometimes she hesitates to 
press the matter. He really should 
take the Initiative. See what It 
would mean to his wife a morale 
and to their mutual happiness. 
Many a young expectant father 
who seems Indifferent or neglect­ 
ful merely has lacked sufficient 
education. He hasn't read col­ 
umns, articles or books or a t­ 
tended parent meetings so often 
as hla wife has. And he may have 
had nothing on the subject at 
school. Speed the day when ha 
wUl. In the meanwhile m ens 
service clubs could do much to 
spread 
enllghtesm ent 
among 
young men.
